WHEN Dr. O. A. D.iwron hP.Td oi our doparlmcnt of .<;oolology told hip 
hfarci'a at the K. of C. Forum that ho believed In the tuturo of the 
Canadian family not in terms of naive optimism but in terms of what he cx 
pccted of earnest and Intelligent citirens, to what cl.-»8s of people did ho refer? 

In a previous statement he showed that the smallest number of divorces 
occur in country districts, among farming people, and he cited, the remark 
able case of Prince Edward Island, where only one divorce h.^8 been secured 
1 in fifty years. 

] Dr. Dawson did not mention highly-cduoated people. It seems, but wo 
-ithink Jt very likely that marital unhapplness and consequent divorce runs 
Stber high in well-educated circles. 

j E^•on when we discount the certain abhorrence that country people 
"i^ould have to divorce, unhappy though some of their marriages might be, we 
sUV see Ihat the pai tîy-rdm-atc.i l".T. iiie;- nr.il his w Ife o.nn usually set an ex 
l^«AnpV to the rest of the world when it oompf to happy married life. 
^ . WVi highly-edticated people are often too prone to think of ourselves .is 
superior beings, who are far In advance of our city and country cousins who 
l«ia.vc^ school early. Sometimes when we look at life itself, we feel very hum 
■ble indeed. 

'V\'e see familS' after family "down on the farm," living contentedly and 
quarrelling just rnouph to keep life troni getting too monotonous. We .^ee 
a dl%ision of labor n>->re OiHi.-il ihsn .ir.y other. We .«ce r.Ktiiral health, :ind 
real health it i.v, ro: siimiilatr.l ".■■y .-,r;;fic:.-il a;.is. Above all. we see men 
and women carrying through the duties of lite, unashamed and happily. No 
wonder a family life like that of the farmer prepares for life such a gal.ixy 
«r Tarm-bred great Canadians, who lead their pampered and wrongly edu- 
cated fellowmen from the cities. 

Clllrens like thopf who till the soil we!] deserve the Qualifications 
"earnest". J.nt; "irite;;;? c:!t ". Terhap? the wor>î "wise" could be substituted 
here, and contraj-ted with ti;c wor5 "knonins". 

"We do not wish to blame the universities for the increase in the birth 
rote.

But it is the 
bounden duty, ls wc see it. of i.'.) ^^,:e?e••..'•ain£•a men and women who marry, 
Xo use their learninr ir the setting t;p of an idea' hone. 

The less privilegeC in our city life look up to them and copy them.
